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SUPPLEMENT— REPORTS ADOPTED. 



I. SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD. 

Last year we reported the Children’s Day collection in excess of the previous year. It 
IS gratifying that we can now announce a further increase in the Children’s Day collection 
of fifty per cent over 1896, giving us the largest collection ever received in this Conference 
on Children’s Day. This is an indication of an awakened interest and increased eSbrt in 
this great cause on the part of preachers and superintendents. 

We are pleased to report that the preachers have been more prompt in remitting their 
Children’s Day collections. We would still impress upon them the necessity of remitting 
this collection promptly to the treasurer of the board, that needy schools may have the 
benefit of the money at once. Do not, brethren, keep this money to report at Conference; 
but as early as possible remit the whole amount collected on Children’s Day to Rev. J. T. 
Curry, treasurer of the board, Franklin, Tenn. He will make the distribution required 
by the Discipline. 

The board gives notice that the preachers in charge applying for literature for indigent 
Sunday-schools ma}^ include a reasonable number of the word edition and three copies of 
the note edition of the “ Young People’s Hymnal.” The board announces that, in addi- 
tion to what it has been doing in furnishing libraries to mission schools, it is will- 
ing to aid needy Sunday-schools in the purchase of libraries, and solicits correspondence of 
Sunday-schools desiring this assistance. 

We urge all our Sunday-schools to observe Children’s Day. The board wdll furnish 
gratis Children’s Day programs for all our schools applying for them. 

We recommend that all our Sunday-schools take a collection every Sunday for the pur- 
pose of buying their literature, except that the collection of one Sunday in each month be 
paid to the preacher in charge as missionary money. . 

We commend to all our schools our own literature, edited by Rev. Dr. James Atkins, 
our Sunday-School Editor, and Rev. L. F. Beaty, his assistant, and also the “Young Peo- 
ple’s Hymnal,” published by our own House at Nashville. We recommend that our 
schools furnish a copy of the Sunday-School Magazine to each teacher. 

The Executive Committee of this board is directed to send out, as early as possible, to 
each Sunday-school superintendent whose name and post-office is furnished by his pre- 
siding elder, a circular letter touching such points as they deem most important, in accord- 
ance with the circular recently issued by the General Sunday-School Board. 

The Executive Committee is directed to appoint one delegate and alternate as visiting 
representatives to each District Conference Sunday-School Convention, and each repre- 
sentative is requested to report to this board w'hat, in his judgment, was accomplished by 
his visit, and any other facts gathered, by which the Sunday-school cause may be pro- 
moted. 

A Sunday-School Conference Convention will be held by this board as early in the 
spring as possible, at such time and place as the Executive Committee may designate.

II. EP WORTH LEAGUE. 

During the present year there has been a falling off in the number of Epworth League 
chapters and members. We now number 179 Leagues and 6,498 members. If this fall- 
ing off indicates more careful develo})ment in the work and a gleaning of the best of the 
membership, the decrease is not so deplorable as it would seem at first sight. We desire 
to emphasize the importance of earnest work and efficiency. A League that does not 
help the pastor and benefit the Church is better dead and buried than in existence. We 
call upon the Leaguers everywhere to help the pastors in all the work for which they are 
fitted. Let us not become so much engrossed in meetings and conventions that we fail to 
help the local church. We hope to avoid the danger of becoming so broad as to lose the 
value of concentrated efllbrt at home. Let the League stand by the Church, and the 
Church will stand by the League. 

We regret that our Epivorth Era is not paying its way. We call the attention of the 
pastors to this fact, and ask them to help make this organ a paper of great usefulness and 
service. AVe wish we could have a larger paper, one of about sixteen pages, but we must 
take hold of the paper as it is now and help it in its great mission. 

Our leaguers must be loyal in paying the ten*cent assessment, else the central office- 
can not do its legitimate work. Out of an authorized expenditure of $3,000 allowed by 
the General Board at its last meeting, only $696.85 has come into the office at Nashville. 
This cramps the work. We suggest the practicability of memorializing the General Con- 
ference to put the financial management of the central office under direct relation to the 
Church, such as the Sunday-school sustains. Furthermore we respectfully insist that the 
pastors see to it that their Leagues are reported and chartered at the Secretary’s office. 

We also call your attention to the reading course. The more intelligent our young peo- 
ple are the more satisfactory will be the results of their enterprises; therefore it is to the 
interest of the pastors to expend a few dollars personally, if need be, in providing good 
books for their Leaguers. 

We recommend the benefits of the District League Conference, feeling that here is the 
settlement of a great many perplexing questions connected with the League work. 

We also suggest the feasibility of holding a Tennessee Conference ^Epworth League 
Conference, and without any argument recommend the appointment of a committee of 
three, consisting of J. J. Stowe, T. C. Ragsdale, and L. R. Amis, who shall have full au- 
thority to make arrangements for such a Conference, select the time and place, and issue 
the call. Furthermore that this committee shall have charge of the Conference League 
work in the mean time, in so far as they can cooperate with pastors in organizing and sys- 
tematizing the League work. 
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We desire to call attention to the faithfulness and efficiency of Joe M. Ramsey, your 
Conference League Organizer, His work is too well known to require extensive notice. 
AVe return devout thanksgiving for the preservation of his health for the w'ork in which 
he is engaged, and for his fidelity and energy. We recommend him again as your Con- 
-ference Ep worth League Agent, with our full endorsement to do everything he can to help 
the pastors. We recommend also that he cooperate with the before-mentioned commit- 
tee in organizing the work in the several districts. Lewis Powell, Chairman;

III. BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Report Xo. 1. 

» 

Whereas the last Tennessee Conference appointed a committee with authority to es- 
tablish or procure a Conference organ; and whereas said committee has chosen the Hol- 
ston Methodist as that organ; therefore be it 

1. Resolved, That this Conference approves of the scheme for a joint organ of the two 
Conferences. 

2. That this Conference appoint from year to year a committee of three, two preachers 
and one layman, to constitute, with a like committee from the Holston Conference, a Pub- 
lishing Committee, whose duty it shall be to elect and, if necessary, remove or change the 
editor, control the policy of the paper, determine its name and the place of its publica- 
tion, j provided that no arrangement shall be made that will involve this Conference in 
financial responsibility. 

3. That the Publishing Committee be authorized, so far as it represents this Confer- 
ence, to invite the Memphis Conference to unite with the Holston and Tennessee Confer- 
ences on a tri-Conference organ; and that it be requested to confer with committees of 
the Holston and Memphis Conferences, if appointed, at the earliest convenient date. 

4. That J. R. Stewart, T. A. Kerley, and Bruce L. Rice are recommended to this Con- 
ference for appointment on the committee herein provided, who shall serve for the ensu- 
ing Conference year. 

Report No. 2. 

AVe note with pleasure the gratifying report of the Agents on the condition of our Pub- 
lishing House. It indeed rejoices us to know that during the financial depression of the 
country our Publishing House has suffered so little.. 

AVe would urge our people to a heartier support of the publications of our House. 

The Christian Advocate should be in every home of our land. Let the pastors of the dif- 
ferent congregations use their influence to enlarge its circulation and increase its useful- 
ness. 

We would respectfully call attention to the Methodist Review. This publication of our 
House should be supported by every thoughtful and inteligent minister and layman of our 
Church. Ministers can not make a better investment of the price of this periodical. 

The Epworih Era is in a measure meeting the demands for such an organ. AVe deplore 
the fact that its circulation is not larger. This paper should be an instrument of great 
power and usefulness among our young people. 

Our Sunday-school literature is in every way worthy of the fullest support of all our 
people, and suffers nothing in comparison with like literature of any publisher. 

Our “Young People’s Hymnal” is meeting with deserved success. Its publication of 
172,550 copies in so short a period is exceedingly gratifying.

IV. BIBLE CAUSE. 

AVe deem it unnecessary to remind this body of the importance of the work of the 
American Bible Society. This organization has greatly aided in extending the kingdom 
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of God, both at home and in foreign lands. In fact, the Church would not be able to do 
the work now being done, but for this society. But while knowing and accepting this in 
theory, we of the Tennessee Conference are sadly neglecting our duty to the society. 

We beg to remind tlie members of this Conference that the Discipline requires a collec- 
tion for tliis cause in every charge; and yet, strange and sad to say, during the year 1895- 
9(> of the one hundred and eighty-five charges in the Conference only eighty-two report- 
ed any collection at all, and of this number twenty-two charges reported less than $1 each. 

This shows one hundred and three charges failing in this sacred obligation. 

The tohil amount from the Tennessee Conference was $376.76. So far the record for 
1896-97 is as follows: Only seventy-nine out of one hundred and eighty -two charges report 
collections, leaving one hundred and three charges seeming to disregard both the moral 
obligation to the Bible Society and the clear law of the Church. The amount reported to 
date is $250.33, $126.43 less than last year’s meager contribution. 

We, your committee, respectfully urge the presiding elders and pastors to look into these 
things and rally to the support of tliis institution. 

We also respectfully urge our pastors to take this collection early in the Conference year, 
instead of waiting until other and seemingly more urgent collections crowd out in part or 
altogether this sacred claim. Our duty is made more imperative by the fact that the total 
income of the American Bible Society has fallen otf during the last two years over ^100,- 
000, which means over 140,000 less copies of God’s holy AVord for distribution. 

Any further falling otf of income means to seriously hurt the society’s world-wide 
work. AVhatever others may do, let us do our part to enable this institution to accomplish 
its noble purpose. In view, then, of what this society has done and is now doing ; in view of 
what it will do for us of Tennessee, and for God’s cause everywhere if not hindered by lack 
of money, we again earnestly urge our preachers to present and press these claims, so that 
at our next Conference not one charge shall fail to report a collection.

V. EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

Your board is glad to be able to report Vanderbilt University in a very prosperous con- 
dition. The report made to your board shows the matriculations in the university at this 
early date in the scholastic year to be- 724, giving a reasonable hope that the university 
will approach during the year very closely 1,000 matriculates. 

It is especially gratifying to us to be able to say that the endowment of the university 
has allowed the contribution in aid of pupils to reach the large sum of $16,000. 

The following from the Chancellor’s report is heartily commended by the board: 

Three Bible classes are conducted by the Young Men’s Christian Association and one by 
me personally in AVesley Hall on Sunday morning. None of these are counted in our cur- 
riculum.” 

Report No. 2. 

It is with regret that the Board of Education is compelled to say that the reports which 
come from the Nashville College for Young Ladies indicate that its financial burdens are 
such that it will not be able to continue without financial relief. It has become an estab- 
lished fact that no school, male or female, can ofler education of the highest grade without 
endowment. 

Dr. Price has been able for years to maintain a high grade of education under great 
financial pressure; but from causes which it is not necessary in this report to detail, the 
school has now been reduced to less than 100 pupils, which does not allow its ongoing 
without financial assistance from the Church. In order, therefore, to aid in the education 
of our daughters, especially those of itinerant preachers, we recommend to the Conference 
the acceptance of our suggestion of last year — that $1,000 be added to our assessment on 
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the Conference for the purpose, and on the terms then indicated ; and invite the Conference, 
in view of the great interest at stake, to a full and free discussion of tlie whole question at 
issue. 

Resolved, That we approve the assessment of $1,000 additional to the assessment of last 
year, and order it made upon the Conference with the understanding that the amount col- 
lected for said $1,000 of additional assessment shall not be expended during the year, but 
turned over to this Conference at its next session, to be disposed of by the Conference one 
year from now. H. B. Beams, Chairman. 

Keport No. 3. 

The Board of Education would earnestly call the attention of the Conference to the op- 
portunity which the Scarritt Bible and Training School presents for the fitting of our 
Christian young women for effective work in our churches. This training is not only val- 
uable for our foreign missionary work, but of equal importance for home workers, espe- 
cially in Sunday-schools, the Epworth League, and home missionary work. Therefore 

Resolved, That we, as pastors, will diligently seek out such young women in our charges 
as we think best fitted, and, wlierever practicable, induce them to attend this school, situa- 
ted in Kansas City, Mo. H. B. Reams, Chairman. 

Report No. 4. 

At the last session of the Annual Conference the following action was had : 

The Conference referred to this Board the following resolution: 

. Resolved, That we approve the plan of the Vanderbilt University looking to enlarged 
representation on the Board of Trust from other parts of our Connection; and, in order 
that the same may be carried into execution, we, the Tennessee Conference, express our 
readiness to be content with one representative on said Board, instead of two, as hereto-

The board has patiently considered the grave matters involved. 

The Visiting Committee appointed to visit Vanderbilt University has reported as fol- 
lows: 

“The Vanderbilt University is not under the special care of the Tennessee Conference, 
but is the ward of the general Church; however, as it is located in the bounds of our Con- 
ference, your committee was appointed to visit and report upon especially the Biblical 
Department. 

“We are informed that an examination of the charter under which Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity is acting and of old records both of the Board of Trust of Vanderbilt University and 
of this Conference will show the facts to be far otherwise. The relation of Vanderbilt 
University to the Church is of such gravity that your board respectfully begs leave to re- 
port the following action: 

*^Resolved, That we sympathize with the object sought in the resolution, but ask that 
action be deferred until our charter and contract relations to this great trust can be fully 
investigated and agreed upon, and proper legal steps be had to put our action in such 
form as to continue the rightful relation of the Church to the university.

Adopted by the Conference. 

The gravity of the issues involved has led your board to a thorough investigation of 
the history of the connection of the Conference with the Board of Trust of Vanderbilt 
University. The results of this investigation we herewith submit. 

At the session of the Tennessee Conference held in Lebanon, Tenn., in October, 1871, 
the following action was had: 

Welborn Mooney offered the following resolution: 

'^Resolved, That we request the presiding bishop to appoint a committee of three to confer 
with the Memphis, North Alabama, North Mississippi, and any other Conference likely to 
cooperate with us in reference to the establishment and endowment of a Methodist uni- 
versity of high grade and large endowment. D. C. Kelley, 

Welborn Mooney. 

“The President appointed this committee: D. C. Kelley, A. L. P. Green, and R. A. Young.” 

The above is a true transcript from the journal of the Tennessee Conference.

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In pursuance of the object of this resolution the members of the committee visited a 
number of central Conferences, delegates from which were appointed and a convention of 
these delegates whs held in the city of Memphis in January, 1872. 

The following historical sketch of the movement is taken from the address issued by 
the board, at its meeting in luka. Miss., in August, 1872: 



To the Bishop and Members of the - Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: Last year you appointed a committee to consider, with, 
committees appointed by other Conferences, the subject of a university, such as would meet 
the wants of the Church and country particularly in your and their bounds — the purpose 
being, if concert of action could be obtained, to proceed to the establishment of said uni- 
versity upon a permanent foundation, and in proportion to the financial ability and en- 
lightened liberality of our members and friends. The committees appointed met in con- 
vention in the city of Memphis last January, and after free and full interchange of opin- 
ions, and with the advice of Bishops Paine and McTyeire, present and aiding in the delib- 
erations of the convention, adopted a plan for said university. Under the plan, a Board 
of Trust was nominated and authorized to obtain a charter of incorporation. This charter 
has been obtained from the Chancery Court at Nashville, Tenn., and a copy thereof is 
herewith submitted to you. An examination of its provisions will show that it is not 
only ample, but unusually liberal, and, in its leading features, is perfectly adapted to the 
object in view ; and at the same time it can be readily amended to meet requirements 
which may be suggested by experience. 

At a meeting of the board, in the city of Nashville, held in ^lay, 1872, the following res- 
olutions were adopted — viz.: 



“ Whereas the convention which met at Memphis January 24, 1872, adopted means look- 
ing to the establishment, as speedily as practicable, of an^ institution of learning of the 
highest order and upon the surest basis, where the youth of the Church and country may 
prosecute theological, literary, scientific, and professional studies to an extent as great, and 
in a manner as thorough, as their wants demand; and whereas the convention left the 
location of the university to the decision of the College of Bishops of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and also requested the bishops to act as a Board of Supervisors to 
the university or any of its departments, and jointly with the Board of Trust to elect offi- 
cers and professors, and prescribe the course of study and the plan of government; 

“1. Resolved, That the Secretary be and is hereby directed to address the bishops with 
a view of obtaining their acceptance of the foregoing official relations to the universitj\ 

“2. That the Secretary invite the bishops to attend the present meeting of the Board of 
Trust.” 

In response to the above the College of Bishops presented the following communication, 
to the board — viz.: 



To the Board. 



“May 9, 1872, 8 p.m. 



^'Brethren: I am instructed to communicate to you the following resolutions of the Col- 
lege of Bishops, which was unanimous. " H. N. McTyeire, Secretary. 



“‘1. Resolved, That the College of Bishops accede to the request, made by the Board of 
Curators of the contemplated university, to locate the institution whenever the sum of 
$500,000 shall be pledged for the enterprise. 

“‘2. That by this act we are not to be understood as implying that the said institution 
is to be considered as connectional, to the damage of existing colleges and universities. 
We can take no official relation to the Central University that will discriminate between it 
and any and every other institution of the Church. Nevertheless we feel free to give our 
decided approval to the combination of the several Annual Conferences represented in the 
convention in Memphis, or so many of them as may agree together, acting through their 
respective bodies, in getting up an institution of the highest grade. 

“‘3. That as the question of theological schools is in controversy among our people, we 
propose no action that may be construed into an expression of our collective opinion on 
the subject; but it is made a condition of the first resolution — that the Theological De- 
partment to be comprised with the Literary and Professional Departments of the proposed 
Central University be such as is consistent with the action of the General Conference 
held in Memphis in 1870, in the words following: Resolved, That we endorse the action of 
the last General Conference in reference to Biblical chairs in connection with our existing 
colleges as the best available means for training young preachers.” 

“‘4. That our Secretary be instructed to give notice of this to the Board of Curators.’” 
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Thereupon the board adopted the following resolutions: 

“1. Resolved^ That the terms and conditions upon which the bishops of the Church are 
willing, in due and proper form, to accede to the request made of them by the late educa- 
tional convention held in Memphis, to locate the proposed university, are, in the judg- 
ment of this Board, sufficient to encourage it in the prosecution of this scheme of educa- 
tion contemplated by said convention; and as such they are hereby accepted and will be 
observed in good faith by this board. 

“ 2. That the Secretary furnish a copy of the above resolution to the College of Bishops.” 

Thus it is seen that the utmost harmony was secured, with a clear statement and recog- 
nition of the character, relations, and aims of the university, all in perfect accord with the 
latest action of our General Conference. And besides there was secured the cordial ap- 
proval of the College of Bishops in behalf of an enterprise which promises, in connection 
with our other institutions of learning, to accomplish a great w'ork for Christian education 
under Methodist direction and control. And now, having brought the subject before you 
in a tangible shape, we beg to add that, as a board, we have adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

“ Resolved, That since the charter leaves the perpetuity of the hoard in its own power, we request 
the several Annual Conferences cooperating to nominate at least four representatives from each. So 
soon as this shall be done the present hoard will reorganize in such a manner as to secure the 
election of Trustees so nominated, and that thereafter when vacancies shall occur they 
shall be filled by nominations by the several Annual Conferences, and confirmed by the 
board, it being understood that the board will not be enlarged beyond the first number, 
except so far as shall be necessary to give four members to each of the Conferences co- 
operating.” 

Asking your sanction and cooperation with us in behalf of the university, and particu- 
larly your aid in the organization of a system of agencies for procuring an endowment 
fund of $500,000, we now commit this whole subject to your deliberation and action, pray- 
ing that you and we enjoy divine guidance in the performance of this and all other work 
for the Church. D. C. Kelley, Secretary of Board.

CHARTER. 

The Central University of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was chartered by 
decree of the Chancer}^ Court at Nashville, August 6, 1872; Minute Book “W,” pages 267 
and 268, of said court in the cause of Central University of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, ex parte. And the charter was amended and name changed to “The Van- 
derbilt University” June 16, 1873, by decree of same court in same cause, entered in Min- 
ute Book “ X,” page 309. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

At the session of the Tennessee Annual Conference for 1873, at Franklin, Tenn., the 
following action was had in regard to Vanderbilt University, as a part of the report of the 
Committee on Education : 

At your session two years since at Lebanon you had the wdsdom to inaugurate a univer- 
sity scheme of the largest magnitude; we are glad to report to you that God, our Father, 
has given his approval in a very marked manner to your faith and zeal. What you then 
expected to accomplish only by long and persistent effort has been accomplished for you 
by the noble and opportune gift of Com. Cornelius Vanderbilt, amounting to $500,000. 
This act of unparalleled generosity upon the part of a citizen of New York to our Church 
commands our esteem and gratitude in an unmeasured degree. The Trustees hope to pre- 
sent you a complete building of magnificent prop )rtions by the time of your next Con- 
ference session. It is recommended that Drs. Green and Young be appointed to the posi- 
tions to which they have been elected by the Board of Trust of the University.

The following resolution, sent up by the Board of Trust of Vanderbilt University, was 
presented to the Conference: 
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Nashville, Tenn., September 30, 1874. 

The following resolution, offered by Dr. Garland, was passed by the Board of Trusty 
Vanderbilt University: 

“Forasmuch as the charter of V'anderbilt University confers upon the Board of Trust 
the exclusive right and power to fill vacancies that may occur in its own body; and as 
this power can not be delegated to any other body of persons ; therefore be it 

^‘Resolved, That this board will now proceed to fill the vacancy which has been created 
by the death of the late Dr. Green. But in order to maintain the closest connection with 
the patronizing Conferences, the board submits this and every other election to fill a va- 
cancy in its own body to the confirmation of the Annual Conference from which the elec-^ 
tion is made.”

To which the Conference returned the following response: 

1. Resolved, That, in view of the relations already established by contract between the 
Tennessee Conference and Vanderbilt University, we proceed now to nominate one of our 
members to fill the vacancy in the Board of Trust caused by the death of Dr. Green, and 
that we nominate Dr. R. A. Young. 

2. That, in response to the request of the Board of Trust, we consent to modify the 

original contract so that hereafter, when a vacancy occurs, the board may nominate one 
of our members to us for confirmation, the nominee not to be a member of the board 
until confirmed by us. John F. Hughes;

The above is a true transcript from the journal of the Tennessee Annual Conference, of 
its session held in Gallatin, Tenn., October 12, 1874. W. M. Leftwich, Secretary. 

AVe would call the attention of the Conference to several important facts in the above 
history : 

The original charter of Central University is the present charter of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity ; the charter members are such as representatives of the several Conferences named — 
viz., Memphis, Tennessee, North Mississippi, White River, North Alabama, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Little Rock. 

These representatives constitute a Board of Trust, to whom full power “to do whatever 
is necessary for the execution of this scheme” is given by the charter. 

The charter gives to “any Annual Conference hereafter cooperating with us a fair rep- 
resentation in the management.” 

The original Board of Trust was nominated by the Memphis convention, in January, 1872. 
After the charter had been secured it was thought best that the Conferences cooperating 
should nominate their own representatives, on which ground the first Board of Trust re- 
quested the Conferences to nominate four representatives each, and pledged that “there- 
after when vacancies shall occur, they shall be filled by nominations by the several An- 
nual Conferences.” The charter gave to the Board of Trust full power of control and full 
power of self perpetuation. 

AVhen, therefore, at a later date the board, fearing that Conference control might not be 
to the best interest of the university, asked to be released from the contract before entered 
into by w hich the nomination of the members of the Board w^as placed with the Confer- 
ences, the Tennessee Conference, knowing that the only hold the Church had upon the 
management of the university was the power of the Annual Conferences to select their 
own representatives, declined to annul this contract right, but consented to a modification,, 
agreeing to transfer the right of nomination to the board on condition that said nominee 
should not take his seat as a member of the board and representative of the Conference 
until “confirmed by the Conference.” 

\A’'e are informed and believe that the Board of Trust has paid no attention to the action 
of the Conference in this regard ; that when vacancies have occurred successors have been 
elected and they have at once taken their seats. 

A\"e beg leave to say to the Conference, and through you to the Church at large, that the 
abrogation of the contract right to allow the Conferences a voice in the appointment of 
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members of the Board of Trust leaves the Church without any power to control the man- 
agement of the university. The charter gives the right of management exclusively into 
the hands of the Board of Trust, and the law confers upon the board the power of self- 
perpetuation, which power it may exercise without reference to any action had by any 
Church body whatsoever. 

The only check upon the power of self- perpetuation and self-control by the Board of 
Trust is the clause of the charter which says “that the bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, be and are hereby requested to act as a Board of Supervision of the uni- 
versity or any of its departments, and jointly with the Board of Trust to elect officers and 
professors, and prescribe the course of study and the plan of government.” 

You can easily see when you have extended your representatives to forty or more, as ig 
contemplated in the present movement of the board, that the day may come when the 
presence of the bishops may be inadequate to secure Church control of the university. 
It is true to-day that we have every confidence in the Board of Trust and its purposes, but 
in great interests, such as Vanderbilt University, which are expected to continue for all 
time, the part of true wisdom is to plan not for the present only, but for the possibilities 
of a long future. It is a matter of doubt to-day whether the bishops have, under the 
charter, any control or vote in the management of the university, beyond the items spe- 
cifically mentioned. 

You will not charge your Conference Board of Education wdth too great caution in this 
matter, when you remember the numerous conflicts which have occurred between Church 
courts and the Trustees of educational foundations recognized as Church schools, and have 
witnessed the ease with which such Trustees have snapped their fingers in the face of the 
findings of such courts. You have not forgotten that recently the Trustees of a female 
school under the auspices of the Methodist Episcopal Church elected a brewer to a place 
on the board and allowed the resolution of the Conferences condemning such action to 
pass unheeded as hrutum fulmen. 

After these careful w’ords of warning which we have felt in duty bound to utter, we are 
free to say that we regard the General Conference as the proper body to control the elec- 
tion of the Board of Trust, as it is in our esteem every way desirable that this great uni- 
versity, centrally located, should become the property and be under the control of the 
united wisdom of the Church. Since to our Conference is due the honor of formally in- 
augurating the special movement which has, with God’s signal blessing, given to the 
Church this great university, w'e deem it no more than right that we now make the sug- 
gestion to the cooperating Conferences and to the Board of Trust of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity that the time has come for a united action looking to this result. In order to attain 
this end we suggest the following : 

1. Resolved, That the time has fully come when the control and ownership of Vander- 
bilt University should be in the General Conference, and that to this end we declare our 
willingness to transfer to that body all rights, title, and interest we have in said univer- 
sity; 'and hereby solicit the cooperation of all Conferences represented and the Board of 
Trust in securing this desirable end. 

2. That until this is accomplished we adhere to the status secured to us by contract,, 

which gives us a controlling voice in the appointment of our representatives on the Board 
of Trust. H. B. Reams, Chairman;

VI. TEMPERANCE. 

We are persuaded, and rejoice in the fact, that there is a very decided opposition, both 

among the ministers and laity of the Tennessee Annual Conference, to intemperance. Our 
Church-membership is free from the curse of intoxicant liquors, with but comparatively 
few exceptions. There is unquestionably a growing sentiment among our people against the 
use of intoxicants in any form. 

1. Resolved, That this body reaffirms and reiterates its undying opposition to the awTul 
ravages of the liquor traffic, and the open saloon, which is a sin against God and a crime 
against humanity. 

2. That we deeply deplore the sad action of our recent State Legislature in wilfully refusing 
the heart wishes of thousands of the very best people of Tennessee, in not granting an ex- 
tension of the memorable “ four-mile law ” to our towns and cities, which are blighted and 
cursed with the ruinous liquor trade and the infamous open saloon. 

3. That we do here and now commit ourselves afresh to the work of aiding any gen- 
uine reform movement looking to the putting of good men in our legislative halls, who 
are pronounced in their views against this monster evil, and who will give the people 
their inalienable rights.

4. That, while we do not presume to dictate to our voting members their political affilia- 
tions, we do express the opinion that no genuine Methodist should be controlled by any 
political clique or party organization that is managed in the interest of the saloon business, 
and we do affirm that the only proper attitude of every true Methodist toward this traffic 
is one of uncompromising opposition and a never-ending warfare until the whole thing is 
literally wiped from the face of the earth. T. W. Noland, Chairman pro tern. 

VII. CENTENNIAL COMMISSION. 

After persistent effort we were able to interest not only our three Conferences occupy- 
ing Tennessee, but all the Methodism of the state, in hearty cooperation for the purpose of 
a Methodist exhibit worthy of our historic and predominant position, when our attention 
was arrested by the following action of the Christian Ministers’ Alliance, of Nashville: 

“ 1. Resolved, That we hereby express our full and hearty sympathy with the patriotic 
purposes of the Tennessee Centennial Exposition ; and we are ready now, as we have ever 
been from its inception, to do all that we can consistent with the interests of Christ’s 
kingdom toward making the Exposition the success it deserves and promises to be. 

“2. We would also express our delight and satisfaction that the directors have decided 
not to open the gates of the Exposition on the Sabbath for any purpose, to prohibit gam- 
bling on the grounds absolutely, and to prevent the exhibition of indecent and immoral 
shows. 

“ 3. At the same time we must deplore and deeply regret the determination of the di- 
rectors to permit the sale of beer and light wines within the enclosure, and against this 
action we do most respectfully but emphatically protest. “ J. I. Vance,

A meeting of the Commission was immediately called, and the following action w'as 
taken : 

“ Whereas at the time w^e, as representatives of Methodism in Tennessee, undertook to 
cooperate with the Centennial management so as to aid in the success of what w^e believed 
to be a grand historical and patriotic enterprise, the grounds selected for the Exposition 
were located in territory under the protection of what is known as the ‘ four-mile law ; ’ and 
whereas we are now informed by the Executive Committee that it is their purpose to 
incorporate said ground, and thereby remove it from the operation of the said law ; 

^'•Resolved, That under the circumstances it is best for this Commission to be dissolved, 
and that no further steps be taken to make an official exhibit of the Methodist Churches 

at the approaching Centennial Exposition.” 

Thus ended all our connection with the Centennial. 

We offer for your acceptance the folio wdng resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That the Commission be continued for the purpose of collecting and de- 
positing in a safe receptacle all possible historical Methodist data. 

2. That it shall be a special object to collect, inspect, and preserve all minutes and mem- 
oranda of Conference-sessions. 

3. We urge that autobiographical sketches be obtained from all of our preachers, to- 
gether with local historical traditions and relics which have come to their knowledge.

Your committee appointed to examine the District Conference Records desires to report 
as follows : 

Nashville District. — This is a most elegant record, a model of neatness and accuracy. 
We must, however, criticize the criticism of the Committee on Quarterly Conference Rec- 
ords as reported on page 158, in wdiich it is stated that the presiding elder’s name ought 
to appear on the official roll of the South Street Church. We do not know how such a 
criticism passed the District Conference, but it is evidently a matter deserving correction. 

East Nashville District. — This record is well and neatly kept. 

Franklin District. — This journal would escape criticism but for the fact that the head- 
ing at the beginning and on every page is inaccurate. The statement is: “The twenty- 
eighth session of the Franklin District, Tennessee Conference, met,” etc. It should be: 
“ The twenty-eighth session of the District Conference of the Franklin District, Tennes- 
see Conference, met,” etc. It is only just, however, to state that the Secretary followed 
the precedent set by the Secretaries since the nineteenth session of this District Confer- 
ence. 

Dickson District. — At the first session the Conference “ determined ” to adjourn at 12 
o’clock, but during the morning session of the second day adjourned on motion for preach- 
ing by Bishop Granbery. There is nothing in the minutes to show at what hour the Con- 
ference should meet in the morning. The morning session of the third day adjourned on 
motion for the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, without any extension of time. The pen- 
manship of this journal is good. It is neatly and well kept and has full marginal ref- 
erences. 

Savannah District. — This record is very incomplete. It has no official roll. Its head- 
ings are not well arranged, and the penmanship is very poor. It needs improvement in 
almost every particular. A larger and more suitable book is needed. 

Columbia District. — This record is a model of neatness, and its arrangement is of the 
very best. 

Murfreesboro District. — This book is well kept, except that it fails to give any official 
roll at all. It only gives the names of those present. 

Lebanon District. — This record is not properly headed, and is not indexed; otherwise 
very well kept. 

Clarksville District. — This record is commended in every respect. 

Fayetteville District. — The record of this Conference is fairly well kept.

Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society. 

The Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society of the Tennessee Conference was 
organized in 1890 at Nashville, Tenn. At the last annual meeting, held at Murfreesboro 
in March, 1897, forty auxiliaries were reported in the ten districts. After taking from the 
roll several societies that had not heen heard from in twelve months, we have thirty-four 
live, working auxiliaries, with a membership of 736. Six of this number have been or- 
ganized and one reorganized since July 11. 

Our Conference President, Mrs. Virginia Bandy, will visit during the year all auxiliaries, 
to encourage and strengthen the weak; she will also go to points unorganized. We trust 
she will have the warm sympathy and hearty cooperation of all preachers in the Tennes- 
see Conference. 

Of the thirty-nine Conferences in our organization, Tennessee heads the list in six de- 
partments of the work, and ranks first in money raised for all purposes.

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Resolved, That the pastors be earnestly requested to send in their domestic missionary 
money as early after adjournment of Conference as possible, so that the Treasurer may be 
able to pay the missionaries of this board quarterly. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this board be instructed not to hand over the fourth 
quarter’s draft to any missionary of the board until he shall have received from him the 
statistical report for his mission.

XIV. MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

We have had referred to us five papers, as follows: 

1. One from the Lebanon District Conference asking the Conference to request the Gen- 
eral Conference “ to give us such legislation as will enable us to establish school missions, 
and upon each school mission a mission school, of which the pastor shall be the principal 
teacher, the property to be owned and controlled by our Conference.” 

Your committee recommends that the request be not granted. 

2. One from T. B. Fisher and L. R. Amis, asking the Conference to request the General 
Conference to so alter the boundary-line between the Tennessee and Kentucky Confer- 
ences as to include the Chanute Mission in the bounds of the Kentucky Conference, and 
suggesting that the following words be added to the descriptive boundary of the Kentucky 
Conference (Discipline, pp. 270, 271): “and the strip lying between Wolf River and the 
Kentucky line.” 

Your committee recommends that the memorial be approved. 

3. One bearing the signatures of thirteen brethren, clerical and lay, setting forth that 
the town of Guthrie, Ky., was, by the last General Conference, included in the bounds of 
the Tennessee Conference; that since that time a parsonage has been built on the charge 
and steps have been taken to remove the church -building from its present location to a 
more eligible one; that since its transfer to the Tennessee Conference the charge has pros- 
pered; and that the people of the town prefer to have the work remain with us. They 
therefore ask “ that the Conference request that the boundary at the point referred to in 
this paper remain unchanged.” 
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Yonr committee recommends that the Conference approve the request. 

4. One from tiie East Nashville District Conference with reference to Epworth Leagues, 
asking the Conference to “ memorialize the General Conference to pass such laws as will 
place the Epworth Leagues under the control and supervision of the Quarterly Conference 
of each church,” and to make it the duty of such Quarterly Conference to elect the Presi- 
dent for each League upon the nomination of the preacher in charge. 

Your committee would recommend that this memorial be approved so as to request the 
General Conference to place the Leagues under the control of the Quarterly Conference in 
each charge, to require the Quarterly Conference to elect annually the President of the 
Senior League upon the nomination of the preacher in charge, and to provide that the 
President so elected shall be ex officio a member of the Quarterly Conference. 

5. One concerning church certificates, asking the Conference to request the General 
Conference to change ][ 138, Answer 19, to the question, “ What are the duties of a preacher 
who has charge of a circuit, station, or mission? ” to read as follows: 

“ To furnish every one removing from his charge, and requesting it, a certificate in the 
following form : 

The bearer hereof, A. B., has been an acceptable member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in C. charge, D. Conference; and he (she) is hereby affectionately recom- 
mended to the church at , or to any other church to which this certificate may be pre- 
sented. , P. C. ” 

To this form shall be appended this note: 

The certificate of A. B,, from C. charge, D. Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, 
■South, has been presented to me. • , P. C., Charge, Conference. 

AVhich the preacher receiving the certificate shall fill up and at once return to the 
charge from which it was received. 

This certificate shall not be valid longer than twelve months after its date, unless the 
holder show good cause why it was not sooner presented; otherwise he shall be regarded 
as having withdrawn from the Clmrch. A member presenting a certificate shall be re- 
sponsible to the society receiving said certificate for his conduct from the date of the same. 

Your committee recommends that the Conference approve this memorial. 

The Epworth League Board, through the Secretary, Dr. S. A. Steel, requested the Ten- 
nessee Conference to memorialize the next General Conference to change the law govern- 
ing the Epworth League so as to put the office at Nashville in the same relation to the 
Puldishing House as all the other offices there, and relieve the members of the League 
from the ten-cent assessment. This request is made for the reason that the present ar- 
rangement does not meet the running expenses of the office, and the work is thereby em- 
barrassed. 

Your committee recommends the proposed action. 

AVe also recommend the adoption of the following memorial, in regard to parsonage 
property, signed by W. M. Green and J. C. INIorris : 

“ AVe, the undersigned, memorialize your honorable body that such revisions be made 
of ^ 421 as to better secure the proceeds arising from the sale of parsonage property. 
It is sadly true that throughout the Church many parsonages have been sold, leaving our 
preachers without homes and forcing them to rent inferior property, and the proceeds of 
this parsonage property in nearly all cases has been used in repairing and building churches. 
AA^'hen a church-building is sold the proceeds must be invested (minus any debts on the 
church) in another church-building. Parsonage property is not protected against aliena- 
tion. The Parsonage and Home Mission Society does protect its property (when sold) 
from alienation; the Church permits its parsonage property ^when sold) to be diverted 
from its proper channel ; therefore we suggest that ^ 421 be so revised or amended as 
to protect the funds arising from the sale of parsonages; said funds to be used in the 
purchase of other parsonage property and the payment of any debts that may be secured 
•by lien on the property. AVe suggest the following insertion at the eleventh line in 
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•said paragrapli — i. e., “ When it becomes necessary, because of location or other causes, to 
sell a parsonage the proceeds shall be used in paying the debts on the property, and the 
remainder shall be applied to the purchase of other parsonage property and for no other 
purpose.” 

We recommend that you do not concur in the following memorial referred to us from 
the Sunday-School Board, signed by D. C. Scales and H. B. Blue: 

We respectfully memorialize the General Conference to revise 117, under the 
head of “ Duties of Presiding Elders,” so as to read, “ To procure at the fourth Quarterly 
Conference full statistics from every charge to be reported at the Annual Conference, in 
case the preacher in charge fails to make his report, and to have the records of his District 
Conference at the Annual Conference for examination ; also to take a correct list of the 
names of all Sunday-school superintendents and their post-office address and hand them 
to the chairman of the Sunday-School Board at the meeting of the Annual Conference.

XVI, MEMOIRS. 



William H. Johnson died at the home 
of his brother-in-law, Rev. G. L. Staley, in 
Wilson County, Tenn., January 17, 1897. 
He was born March 14, 1804. Brother 
Johnson was twice married: first to Miss 
Rice, daughter of James Rice, of Wilson 
County, Tenn. She died during the late 
w’ar. His second wife was Miss Elizabeth 
A. Webb, of Smith County, Tenn., to 
whom he was married in 1867. She died 
and went home to God about three years 
before his death. Brother Johnson had 
no children, so he made his home, after 
Sister Johnson’s death, with Rev. G. L. 
Staley, where every attention was given 
that loving hearts could give during his 
great affliction, caused by a fall on ice, be- 
ing so badly crippled that he was never 
able to walk afterward. In all this he 
never murmured. Patiently he suffered, 
and waited the call of the Master. Broth- 
er Johnson was converted and joined the 
Methodist Church in early life. We have 
no data informing us when he was li- 
censed to preach, etc. He joined the Ten- 
nessee Conference in 1833, and served the 
following charges: Cumberland Circuit, 



1840-41; Dickson, 1842-43; Salem, 1844; 
Lebanon Circuit, 1845; Cypress African 
Mission, 1846; Limestone African Mission, 
1847-49; Spruce Street and African Church, 
Nashville, 1850; African charge, Nash- 
ville, 1851; Lebanon and Sumner Colored 
Mission, 1852; supernumerary, 1855-58;

George W. Martin was born February 
4, 1805; and died February 14, 1897, ma- 
king his life’s pilgrimage a little more 
than ninety-two years. We have very 
few of the facts at hand out of which to 
prepare a suitable memoir, and the items 
in our possession have been furnished by 
Rev. S. D. Ogburn, who was his neighbor 
and close friend for many years. Broth- 
er Martin was converted and united with 
the Methodist Church when quite young. 
He was licensed to exhort by Thomas A. 
Morris, afterward bishop, December 14, 
1824, and by the same was licensed to 
preach September 29, 1827, and received 
on trial in the Tennessee Conference the 
same fall. Bishop Roberts ordained him 
deacon November 23, 1829, and elder 
November 30, 1831. We have no record 
at hand of the circuits he traveled, but we 
know that he spent many years in the 
active work of an itinerant minister, re- 
ceiving year by year his appointments 
from the hands of his brethren, and that 
he faithfully kept this up till age and the 
infirmities of life sent him to the retired 
ranks. Altogether he was a member of 
the Conference for nearly seventy years. 
His preaching was plain, but full of the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. He im- 
pressed all who heard him that he had a 
message from the Lord, and he delivered 
it with the seriousness of an ambassador 
of God. He was well up in Methodist 
doctrine, law, and usage. To him noth- 
ing seemed so near the heart of the gos- 
pel as the type of religion for which his 
Church stands; and this high ideal of 
Methodism, instead of narrowing, widened 
his charity to all Christians by its Christ- 
like catholicity. He loved all who loved 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Chaste in life and 



speech, he was never known to use a by- 
word. In private life his record was 
spotless. Honest, just, and upright in 
his dealings with men, he died owing no 
man anything. The earliest recollections 
of his children are the still hours when 
he took them in his arms and sought the 
place of prayer. Having dedicated them 
to God in infancy, he never doubted their 
salvation, and he lived to see them all 
humble followers of Jesus. The latter 
years of his life were passed under a men- 
tal cloud, which never lifted till he en- 
tered the city. In all these years he 
seemed to have forgotten everything ex- 
cept the reminiscences of his youth. It 
was painfully touching to see the light of 
the present shut out and listen as he lived 
over again his boyhood days; but he never 
forgot the hour of prayer, and at the fam- 
ily altar his prayers were intelligent and 
unctuous.

R. P. Ransom, a man of mark, has en- 
tered “on rest.” His son. Rev. J. J. Ran- 
som, requests a brief memoir at my hands. 
The writer appreciates the honor done 
him therein, added to the high privilege 
afforded him of delivering the funeral 
discourse at the time of his burial. For 
want of material, the details of his work 
as an itinerant preacher must be left for 
future publication. All that is attempted 
now is a general estimate of the man and 
his work. R. P. Ransom was born in 
1825; ascended September 12, 1897, “about 
sunset.” It was the first day of the week. 
He had preached his last sermon the Sun- 
day previous on “Heavenly Recognition.” 
The child was an index to the man. One 
who knew him intimately from childhood 
said of him: “He had a different disposi- 
tion from the rest of the children, being 
very quiet and slow in his action: seemed 
never to speak without first thinking, and 
had but little to say as a general thing. 
Very sturdy in his habits, he was the um- 
pire with all the boys at home, and at 
school he settled all disputes. Whatever 
he said stood as law — he was judge and 
jury.” When he entered school his par- 
ents were surprised to find that he could 
not learn as did the other children. The 
father, in his disappointment, at length 
threatened punishment, when the teacher 
discovered that he could not see the let- 
ters placed before him. Glasses remedied 
the defect, and learning became easy. The 
glasses were his help and hindrance dur- 
ing life.

The white population of Middle Tennessee in 1870 was 404,076 ; and in 1880, 492,368— an increase of 21 per cent. The membership of the 'leiinessee Conference in 1870 was 33,789, 
and in 1880 it was 46,428— an increase of 37 per cent. 

In 1868 the membership of the Tennessee Conference paid 634 cents per capita for Missions ; in 1878 they paid 13)-^ cents, while in 1888 they paid 537a cents per capita. 

The figures in reference to salaries are not satisfactory, as the number of preachers include only those in full connection, and do not include local preachers serving as sup- 
plies;” on the other hand, some of those on the “ effective” list are connected with educational institutions, and still others are engaged in Connectional work. Of course these 
items cause our figures to be but approximately accurate, yet they are as nearly correct as w'e can make them. The loss of records by fire and otherwise has prevented making more 
detailed reports.
